of New Milo Variety 

riant breeders who are trying to de¬ 
velop dlsease-rcsidtunt strains of mllo 
had an unusual experience In connec¬ 
tion with the drouth at the dry-land 
experiment station which the United 
States Deimrtnient of .Agriculture main¬ 
tains near Dulhnrt In the Texas Pan¬ 
handle. The burettu of plant Industry 
has nt the Dalhart station fields that 
have lii*4»n er«»pii4-d continuously to 
mllo in ordi-r t>- keep up a maxitnum 
Infection with the siill-borne mllo dis¬ 
ease. This enahli-« tlu-m idant new 
varieties i»f mib> end suhjiM’t them 
Inmiofllately to as s.-veri- a test ns any 
mllo u.iuld e\4*r iiMct. 

For si-vt-ral >eitrs the lnf«-ctb»u has 
kllh-*l most nf Die plants while they 
were ynimg. This year the mllo hr4‘e<l- 
ers plajiti’tl a r*‘slsijinl .strain devr-b 
oped at the Darden Uit.\ (Kas.l sub- 
stntinn wlilch llViil In Kplle of the dis¬ 
ease in the soil. All around this flebl. 
cri»ps were severely InJurjed by drouth, 
but this mllo n-nmlned green and vig¬ 
orous. The .s4-ieiitlsts account for this 
In two ways: The variety Is evident¬ 
ly resistant to the <llsease under the 
most se%eri- drouth. .So few plants 
were able to survive on these plots 
In previous years (hat they did not 
exhaust the midsiure. and plants on 
these plots are now using this nccu* 
rouhiied moisture.
